The number enumerated in Town Oct. 1, 1902, was 1200, twenty-

ht -——s- The five small schools in Town, viz.: Stone Hill, Flat Rock, Black 
ae} - Hill, Pond Hill, Green Hollow, number seventy-four, an average of 
fifteen. The number registered was eighty-one, an average of six- 
teen. +The cost of maintaining these schools was $1,736.66, an average 
Pe of $347.33. The cost per scholar on the average attendance was $34.43 
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as against $27.85 for the whole Town. These children could all be: 


accommodated in the four larger schools, with little if any additional 
cost except for transportation. _ While good work is done in these 
small schools, it is a matter for serious consideration whether it will 
not be best at no distant day to discontinue these schools and trans- 
port the children to the other schools. 

While the registration the past year was twelve less than the pre- 
vious vear, the average attendance was forty-six more. This is en- 
couraging, yet the irregularity of attendance is still one of the worst 
things with which our teachers have to contend, and its correction 
rests almost if not wholly with parents. Children are kept from 
school, or are allowed to absent themselves. without any good reason, 
and not only do the pupils themselves lose but the work of their class 
is hindered. Parents sometimes complain because their children are 
not promoted with others in their class, but forget that the reason is 
they were kept out of school so much that they dropped behind. 


TRANSPORTATION. : 


Six children from the south part of the Town were furnished trans-. 


portation to the school in Plainfield at a cost of $106.60, or an average 
per scholar of $17.70. These scholars were among the most regular 
in attendance of any in Town. : 


THE KINNIE PRIZE. 


The Committee to award this prize was Rey. H. T. Arnold and Rev. 
John G. Ward. Seven pupils were present at the examination, three 
from Central Village and four from Plainfield, and the prize was 
awarded to Miss Mary E. Ladd, of Central Village, who received a 


Morocco bound International Dictionary with holder. Miss Susie F. 


Lathrop also received honorable mention. Owing to some misunder- 
standing several from Moosup who expected to contest failed to be 
present. 

Each teacher in Town whose pupils are sufficiently advanced to 
make an intelligent study of the Constitution, is expected by the 
Town Committee to direct them in such study; not simply with the 
hope of winning the prize, but that they may have a clear under- 
standing of the workings of the different departments of our general 
government. 


MUSIC. 
No Teacher of Music has been employed for the last two years, but so 


many scholars have come in during this time who have had no special 
instruction in the rudiments of inusic, that it is impossible for the or- 


dinary teacher to accomplish much with them. What is now needed 
isa teacher, qualified to begin and carry on a systematic course of in- 
struction in this branch, leaving the work in such a shape that the 
regular teacher can see to the daily practice.

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HIGH SCHOOL PUPILS.

The whole expense was $626.27, which has been paid by the Town, 


of which $418.42 has been returned to the Town Treasury by the 


State. Two of these pupils, Robert H: McLeod and Gertrude Preston, 


were in the graduating class. Twoalso from Town attended the Nor- 
wich Free Academy, Harold Kenyon of Moosup and James Coffey 


from Flat Rock. The tuition of these was not paid by the Town as 
this school was not one approved by the State Board of Education. 
The change in the school law by the last Legislature will probably 
pring this school among those thus approved, so that the tuition must 
be paid by the Town hereafter. 

The transportation of High School pupils, by the Act of the last 
Legislature, must hereafter be paid by the Town, with a rebate of 
one-half, provided that not more than twenty dollars shall be paid — 
by the Staté for each scholar conveyed.

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The school in Plainfield was closed one week by sickness, and 


those in Central and Moosup two weeks, but the time was made up 
at the close of the spring term. 


There was very little interruption of school work from sickness of 
teachers. 


What is greatly needed is a substitute teacher to take the place of 
one laid aside for a few days. It is almost impossible now to secure 
a substitute however pressing the occasion. 


While there is neither time nor space to give a detailed report of 
school work in each of the departments, we are glad to commend as 
a whole the work of the year. 


We have a corps of faithful teachers, giving themselves heartily to 
earnest work, ready to receive and act upon kindly criticism. 


Special attention has been given the past year to spelling, reading, 
and language work with gratifying results. 


While the high standard which most of the pupils from our schools 
have maintained in their examination for admission to High Schools 


might seem to be the especial work of the grammar school teacher, | 


it isin truth owing in no small degree to the work in all departments 
from the primary up.

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Report of Health Officer. 


GENTLEMEN :— . 

This report covers the period from my appointment as Health Of- 
ficer, Dec. 26, 1902, to Sept. 1, 1903. During this time sixty-three (63) 
cases of contagious diseases have been reported, as follows :— 

Measles, 33. Epidemic during January of virulent type, attending 
adults as well as children. Origin of epidemic unknown. 

Scarlet fever, six cases. 

Diphtheria, six. One fatal, owing to neglect of procuring early med- 
ical aid. 

Whooping cough, three cases reported. Slightly epidemic, 

Typhoid fever, three cases. 

Small pox, nine cases. The first case imported from Baltic by 
mill hand, who left a quarantined house at night and came to ae, 
Was attacked in a few days. Before the attack however he called 
upon a young lady friend ae she furnished the second case of the 
epidemic. Then a woman visited Baltic, contracted the disease, gave 
it to her husband; about one week later the husband’s brother was 
attacked. One month later the disease manifested itself among the 
inmates of the Town Farm; the maid and three inmates were at- 
tacked ; prompt vaccination saved others from the disease. 

The ‘own built a small pox hospital in fall of 1902, on the Town 
Farm. The house was barely finished in time to recieve the first case. 
The house is commodious and answers the purpose admirably. The 
situation could be improved, as the house stands on top of a hill 
nearly one-eighth mile from water. ‘ 

All cases of small pox recovered. 

Two days after the first case appeared I made arrangements for free 
public vaccination in the mills, and later for all comers. Stopped all 
public gatherings for a time. These measures and strict quarantine 
served to stamp out the disease in Moosup. 

As the epidemic occurred during vacation time in December the 
schools were left closed two weeks longer. In the Moosup district, 
where all the cases occurred, all school children were required to 
_ show satisfactory evidence of successful vaccination before being ad- 
mitted to the spring term of 1903. Nearly all complied with this 
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order. The total number vaccinated was 545; at (Oe one-third of 
these were primary vaccinations in persons whose ages ranged from 
six months to forty-five years. 

Another point of interest, proving distinctly the protective power 
of vaccination. B.,a sister of one of the small pox patients, went to 
the small pox hospital to care for her. The day before entering she 
was vaccinated by me, after twenty-four hours’ exposure to the con- 
tagion. The vaccination was successful. B. took care of her sister, 
also of another small pox patient throughout the course of the disease, 
and did not contract it, What more conclusive proof of the protec- 
tive power of vaccination can the anti-vaccinationists desire than this? 

Two exaggerated cases of impetigo contagiosa occurred during the 
mouth of August, 1903, in Central Village, apd caused a rumor of small 
pox. Both are improving. The disease is not small pox. 

Several cases of nuisances have been brought to my attention, which | 
have been abated as far as possible. Have had trouble only in one 
case, that concerning the well.of water at Plainfield Hotel. This well 
has been considered bad for a number of years. The County Health 
Officer and the Sanitary Inspector of the State Board of Health each 
viewed the premises. The water was analized by the State Chemist 
and fouud te be unfit for use, consequently closed the well for drink-, 
ing and washing purposes. For the last ten years a water Closet has 
constantly leached into this well. The owners are still unsatisfied, 
and appealed to the County Health Officer Sept. 1, 1905. 

The Wauregan Co. have begun a sewerage system in their village, 
which will be a decided benefit to their tenants as well as the public 
‘health. This system will diminish the number of infectious diseases 
in that village. 

I would suggest that a bath tub be provided at the Town Farm, as 
it would greatly facilitate the care of the inmates which is a very 
arduous job.
